NEWMARKET’S mayor had 
to defend herself in front of 
the town council on Monday 
after deciding to employ a 
lawyer to fight a licensing ap¬ 
plication without consulting 
other councillors. 

Legal representative David 
Dadds was brought in to sup¬ 
port mayor Cllr Rachel Hood 
and Cllr Warwick Hirst as they 
represented the town coun¬ 
cil’s opposition to the renewal 
of Heaven Awaits’ licence, 
at the licensing committee 
meeting on November 10. 

A decision on the licence 
was adjourned because the 
representatives from the 
gentlemen’s club claimed 
they had not been given suf¬ 
ficient notice that the council 
was employing a lawyer and 
wanted time to be able to ar¬ 
range one for themselves to 
ensure ‘a level playing field’. 

The decision to employ 
Mr Dadds had not been dis¬ 
cussed with town council¬ 
lors and on Monday evening, 
some councillors said the de¬ 
cision to appoint the solicitor 
was “inappropriate”.

Cllr Joy Uney said: “I re¬ 
ally feel that two members of 
the council should not make 
a decision like this on their 
own.” 

Cllr Michael Jefferys added: 
“Appointing an expensive 
barrister is inappropriate. 
Part of this process is to get 
quotes to appoint a solici¬ 
tor which is going to cost the 
council money and the tax¬ 
payers money” 

But Cllr Hood said that she 
would be paying Mr Dadds’ 
bill herself, adding that the 
decision to take the lawyer 


along was made at the last 
minute. 

She told the News: “The 
town council takes the repre¬ 
sentation of the town of New¬ 
market very seriously. Eor the 
last two years we have been 
very disappointed in the deci¬ 
sion to renew the licence. 

“Because of this, at the last 
minute a decision was made 
to seek legal representation. 

“The town council is not 
able to appeal any decision 
made by the licensing com¬ 
mittee which was another 
reason why I felt to do our 
very best for the people of 
Newmarket, we need to have 


legal representation. We are 
trying to do the very best for 
Newmarket.” 

Before the licensing meet¬ 
ing, the council had voted 
to oppose the application, 
sending Cllr Hood and Cllr 
Warwick Hirst to represent 
them at the meeting, which 
the two had done for the past 
two years. 

At Monday’s meeting, Cllr 
Hood told councillors: “Last 
Eriday when I was reflecting 
on how to do this properly 
to carry out what we believe 
are our activities in support 
of this town, I realised it was 
probably going to be a fruit¬ 


less experience without rep¬ 
resentation. 

“I spoke to Cllr Hirst and 
said I really think we need a 
lawyer if we’re going to have 
any chance of protecting the 
High Street.” 

In a close vote, members 
decided to recommend that 
the town council considers 
appointing a lawyer to rep¬ 
resent the town at the next 
hearing. 

Lour members voted in fa¬ 
vour of the recommendation, 
three voted against, and one 
abstained. Three quotes will 
now be obtained by the town 
clerk. 

The hearing is due to take 
place on December 1, but 
town councillors are applying 
to get that put back. 

Speaking after the meet¬ 
ing, Cllr Jefferys said he felt 
the proposals were being 
“pushed through”. 

He added: “I am concerned 
the whole process brings the 
town council into disrepute 
with the town mayor wielding 
a power she does not have. 

“I hope that there will be a 
sensible debate at town coun¬ 
cil next week and that com¬ 
mon sense will prevail.”

Police called to 
care home after 
man ‘found in 
resident’s room’ 


A NURSING home has been 
urged to increase its security 
after a man allegedly walked 
in through an unlocked door 
in the evening and entered a 
resident’s room. 

Police were called to So¬ 
ham Lodge Nursing Home 
after the man - reportedly 
drunk - was said to be found 
inside the dementia suf¬ 
ferer’s room by a member of 
staff. 

A whistleblower said staff 
and the elderly victim’s fam¬ 
ily were “horrified” by what 
had happened. 

The source said: “What 
did happen should never 
have happened. It is horrify¬ 
ing. 

“One of the rear fire doors 
was left undone... that is 
the only way the man could 
have got inside. 

“He was found by a mem¬ 
ber of staff inside the wom¬ 
an’s room and was stroking 
her head. 

“Shocked, the member 
of staff managed to detain 
the man while another staff 
member called the police. 

“Police arrived and the

man was taken away. 

“The man, who was ei¬ 
ther drunk or high on drugs, 
had climbed over the gar¬ 
den fence and then came in 
through the fire door which 
he saw was open. All other 
doors were locked. 

“I feel ashamed by what 
happened and I feel mem¬ 
bers of the public need to 
know. 

“The door should have 
never been left undone and 
the care home needs to 
make sure nothing like this 
happens again.” 

Soham Lodge Nursing 
Home, located off the A142 
Soham Bypass, is described 
as a “specialist care home” 
and has 26 rooms. 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary 
said that a ‘vulnerable adults 
referral’ had been made fol¬ 
lowing the incident. 

She said: “We were called 
at 9.45pm on October 26 
with reports of suspicious 
circumstances at Soham 


Lodge Nursing Home, 
whereby a male had entered 
the home. 

“Officers attended and 
removed the man from the 
location, however no arrests 
were made. 

“A vulnerable adults refer¬ 
ral has been made and re¬ 
ferred to partner agencies. 
Words of advice were given 
to staff at the home to take 
better security precautions 
to keep the people in their 
care safe.” 

David Lidford, owner of 
the nursing home, issued a 
statement, which read: “An 
incident occurred on Octo¬ 
ber 26 which was attended 
and dealt with by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police. 

“No charges were pressed 
and the incident was man¬ 
aged as a welfare issue. 

“The incident was im¬ 
mediately reported to Adult 
Safeguarding and the Care 
Quality Commission. 

“The safeguarding refer¬ 
ral remains ongoing and so 
it would be inappropriate 
to comment further at this 
time.”

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Frankel jockey was ‘sleep 
driving’ after drinking

NEWMARKET jockey Tom 
Queally was banned from 
driving for 22 months on 
Monday after claiming he 
was sleep walking while 
drink driving. 

Queally, who was the regu¬ 
lar jockey for Erankel, was 
more than twice the limit 
after being found asleep be¬ 
hind the wheel. He claimed 
he had not been drinking, 
then “rolled” out of a po¬ 
lice car and lay down on the 
ground after being arrested, 
Crewe Magistrates’ Court 
heard. 

But his lawyer Nick Eree- 
man, known as “Mr Loop¬ 
hole” claimed the 30-year- 
old was “morally totally 
innocent” as he was “sleep 
driving” and claimed the law 
needed to be changed. 

Celebrity lawyer Mr Eree- 
man claimed Queally was 
forced to admit the charge 
of drink driving because the 
law had not caught up with 
medical science in recognis¬ 
ing sleep walking as a legal 
defence for drink driving. 

Queally, from Dungarvan, 
Ireland, but now living at Oak 
Lodge, Newmarket, admitted 
drink driving. 

Kate Marchup, prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court around 
Sam on March 16 a man 
driving home from a night- 
shift spotted Queally “either 
asleep or looking down at his 
mobile phone” while parked 
in Knutsford Road in Knuts- 
ford, Cheshire. 

He was “concerned”, drove 
back and saw another vehi¬ 
cle parked behind Queally’s 
BMW and a young man ask¬ 
ing the defendant if he had 
been drinking - then the de¬ 
fendant drove off, but his reg¬ 
istration number was taken.

Queally’s BMW was then 
spotted parked up on the 
forecourt of a Shell garage in 
the village of Chelford, nearly 
five miles away. 

At 5.40am a police officer 
arrived and found Queally 
asleep at the wheel with the 
car lights on and the engine 
running. 

He gave a positive breath 
test and was arrested. 

Queally gave a reading of 
84 microgrammes of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of breath. 
The legal limit for driving is 
35mg. 

Mr Ereeman, mitigating, 
said a number of “trigger 
events” prompted an epi¬ 


sode of sleep walking that led 
Queally, a man of no previous 
convictions and “exemplary 
character”, to get in the car. 

He said Queally used to 
ride for Sir Henry Cecil, who 
died infune 2013. 

An ex-girlfriend had com¬ 
mitted suicide and he had 
suffered the break-up of a 
long-term relationship. 

On the night of the inci¬ 
dent, Queally had enjoyed an 
evening out in Hale, Chesh¬ 
ire, with his friend and man¬ 
ager Nicholas Whittle and his 
“last recollection” was read¬ 
ing on a bed at Mr Whittle’s 
house around 2am. 

Mr Ereeman told the court: 


1,100-year-old coin is treasure 


A COIN minted more than 
1,100 years ago and uncov¬ 
ered in a field near Milden- 
hall has been declared treas¬ 
ure at an inquest. 

The silver penny was from 
the reign of Edmund when he 
was king of East Anglia. 

It was found in December 
by a man using a metal de¬ 
tector with the permission of 
the landowner, the inquest at 
Bury St Edmunds heard on 
Monday. 

Eaye Minter, from Suffolk 
County Council’s archaeo¬ 
logical unit, said the coin was 
thought to be from a nearby 
already discovered hoard. 

Most of the hoard is now

in Norwich Castle Museum 
who are interested in acquir¬ 
ing the most recent find, said 
Ms Minter. 

The Anglo-Saxon penny, 
which is bent and cracked, 
dates from between 855 and 
870AD. 


“The thrust of my mitiga¬ 
tion is he’s completely una¬ 
ware of what he’s doing. He’s 
sleep driving. 

“The defendant’s next rec¬ 
ollection is actually being in 
the back of a police vehicle.” 

Mr Ereeman said there 
was a history of sleep walk¬ 
ing in Queally’s family - and 
the defendant had sleep 
walked from the age of five. 

But he had never “sleep 
driven” before, which hap¬ 
pened due to these “trigger 
events”. 

Mr Ereeman said the law 
did not allow him to argue 
“special reasons”, but if it 
did, the defendant would 
have pleaded not guilty on 
the basis of sleep walking 
while drink driving. 

He said: “I don’t think the 
law has kept up with scien¬ 
tific developments, because 
it seems simply unfair for a 
man of this quality now to 
have a criminal conviction 
for something which in my 
view, he’s morally totally in¬ 
nocent. 

“It would seem to fly in 
the face of natural justice.” 

Dr Irshad Ebrahim, a con¬ 
sultant psychiatrist called 
by the defence to give evi¬ 
dence, told the court he had 


twice examined the defend¬ 
ant. 

Dr Ebrahim said it was 
possible Queally was una¬ 
ware of his actions because 
of his sleep walking. 

“It is an automatic state, 
like a trance state, where 
there’s no control of it,” he 
said. 

After listening to the de¬ 
fence mitigation. District 
judge Bridget Knight said 
legal authorities had ruled 
sleep walking was not a de¬ 
fence for drink driving. 

She added: “The law is 
quite clear, you would be 
deemed to be driving in 
such circumstances even if 
affected by some sleep dis¬ 
order.” 

judge Knight disquali¬ 
fied Queally for 22 months, 
fined him £1,350, with a vic¬ 
tim surcharge of £120 and 
ordered he pay the prosecu¬ 
tion costs of £3,500. 

Outside court Mr Ereeman 
said: “Because drink driving 
is a crime that doesn’t re¬ 
quire any specific intent, he 
can’t argue this as a defence 
or a special reason. The law 
needs to be changed to re¬ 
flect this unique set of cir¬ 
cumstances.”

Anglo Saxon graves found 
during Exning excavation

TWENTY one skeletons of 
Anglo Saxons have been 
found - just one foot under 
the ground - during an ar¬ 
chaeological dig in Exning. 

The skeletons were found 
on land at Burwell Road, 
alongside a spear, a glass 
bowl, gold-plated brooches, 
a cloak pin and a dagger, 
some of which is thought to 
date back as far as 7AD. 

The dig was carried out 
by Archaeological Solutions 
on behalf of Persimmon 
Homes, who have outline 
permission to build 120 
homes on the site. 

Andrew Peachey, post 
excavation manager for Ar¬ 
chaeological Solutions, said: 
“The focus of the dig was on 
20 Saxon graves. In those, we 
found 21 remains with one 
being a double burial. 

“It was quite a surprise. 
We had done a series of trial 
trench excavations and had 
no idea they were there. 

“We were very lucky they 
had survived because they 
were less than a foot down 
and the land had been 
ploughed very recently.” 

Exning has strong links to 
King Anna, who converted 
to Christianity in the early 
7th century, and is report¬ 
edly the birthplace of Queen 
Etheldreda, his daughter, 
who gave the city of Ely its 
name. 

The team who have now 
recovered the skeletons and 
the items, will be working to 
discover more information 
about the ancient villagers. 

Mr Peachey added: 
“Thanks to the local geology 
of the land, the preservation 
of the bones is brilliant. 

“We have recovered them 
and will be doing pathology 
work to see if they were male 
or female and how old they 
were.” 

The findings of the dig, 
which was undertaken as a

condition of being granted 
planning permission, will 
not halt the building of the 
houses, the organisation 
said, adding that Persimmon 
Homes had been “incredibly 
considerate” while the exca¬ 
vation was under way. 

The findings may go on 
display in Exning, but will 
first be subject to a “lengthy 
process of preservation”. 

However excavators will 
be presenting details of their 
findings to local residents of 
Exning in the new year. 

Martin Davidson, land 
director for the develop¬ 
ment, said: “The finds made 
at Exning have taken both 
ourselves and the County 
archaeologist by surprise as 
the initial geophysical sur¬ 
vey and trial trenching work 
at the site gave no indication 
of what has ultimately been 
discovered. 

“These exciting Anglo Sax¬ 
on finds, including a burial 


ground, are understood to be 
of local and regional impor¬ 
tance and therefore Charles 
Church [house builders] will 
be funding further works to 
ensure, as conclusively as 
possible, that all finds have 
been identified. 

“There will now follow an 
analysis and reporting pe¬ 
riod which will hopefully 
piece together the finds as 
part of the historical jigsaw 
puzzle of this area. 

“A public meeting is being 
arranged for mid-january 
to allow our archaeological 
consultants to display and 
discuss the finds. 

“We believe the skeletons 
will probably be returned to 
Exning for reburial once the 
archaeological analysis has 
been completed.”

Beware of 

sycamore 

poisoning 

HORSE owners have been asked 
to keep alert after a company said 
they had seen a “meteoric rise” in 
horses suffering from sycamore 
poisoning. 

The poisoning, better known 
as atypical myopathy, is a “poten¬ 
tially fatal illness” which is caused 
when horses ingest sycamore 
seeds. 

The poisoning is similar to col¬ 
ic, according to Petplan Equine, 
who have warned owners to be 
vigilant in protecting their hors¬ 
es from poisoning in the winter 
months. 

Symptoms of sycamore poi¬ 
soning include muscle weakness, 
breathing difficulties, heart prob¬ 
lems and “considerable pain”. 

Gil Riley, veterinary expert, 
said: “Eortunately we now know 
exactly what causes the danger- 
rous and distressing condition 
and the good news is that with a 
little care we can ensure our hors¬ 
es are not at risk.” 

The vet said horses should be 
kept away from sycamore trees, 
sycamores should be fenced off, 
owners should be vigilant around 
the surrounding grazing area, and 
extra forage should be supplied 
so that horses aren’t interested in 
eating the seeds.

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Fig jam, Stilton and candied 
walnut puff pastry bites 


One of the nicest things about the festive 
period - side-line the presents for a moment 
- is getting together with old friends. These 
smart bites are the perfect accompaniment 
to a glass of mulled wine and a much- 
needed catch up. And with the recipe 
yielding 72 miniature pastries, there’s no 
excuse not to have everyone — 



Method: 

1. Preheat the oven to 220 degrees Celsius/gos 
mark seven. Line o large baking tray with grease¬ 
proof paper. 

2. Lightly flour the worktop, and roll out the sheet 
of pastry. Cut the puff into three centimetre 
rounds using a cookie cutter, and transter these 
onto the tray. 

3. Whisk the egg yolk with a teaspoon of water, 
and brush each pastry lightly with the wash. 

4. Place the pastries into the middle ot the oven, 
and bake for 10 to 12 minutes until they are risen and 
golden in colour. Allow them to cool on a wire rack. 

5. In a saucepan, bring the figs, wafer and 
rosemary to the boil. Lower the stove temperature 
until the solution simmers and stir trequently until the 
liquid reduces to a tablespoon’s amount. Take the 
pan trom the heat and add the chopped garlic, 
olive oil. Balsamic vinegar. Season to taste. 

6 . Transfer the fig mixture to a small bowl. Use a 
hand mixer to blend the figs unfil they are ot a 
jam-like consistency. 

7. Melt the butter in a small pan and stir in the 
brown sugar. Add the walnuts and cayenne 


pepper. Fry lightly, adding a teaspoon of water 
whilst stirring regularly. Atter 10 minutes, transfer the 
glazed nuts on to parchment paper. 

8 . Using a small teaspoon spread the fig jam on top 
of the pastries. Dot on a small piece of Stilton, and 
add a candied walnut to garnish.

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Santa Brownies 


Ok, we’ll admit it: we cheated a little. Although using a pre-packaged brownie mix won’t 
earn you too many points in the Great British Bakeoff tent, turning to Betty Crocker or her 
associates will save you time over the hectic festive period. These cute bites are simple to 
whip up for unannounced guests, but look impressive enough to take along to a party. 
And why not earn a few points with Santa by leaving one out for him on Christmas Eve? 


Method: 

1. Follow the instructions provided by the 
manufacturer to bake your brownies. Allow the tray 
to cool before shaping the cakes into rounds using a 
cookie cutter. Aim to get between 12 and 16 circles. 

2. Beat the butter and mascarpone cheese together 
until light and creamy. Mix in the vanilla extract 

and salt, before adding the icing sugar a little at a 
time. Continue to beat the ingredients together. A 
little more icing sugar might be required in order to 
achieve a consistency that’s stiff enough for it not to 
run off the top of the brownies. 

3. Pipe a ring of buttercream on to the top of each 
brownie round. Alternatively, use a teaspoon to 
neatly apply a medium-thick layer. 

4. Cut off the strawberry leaves, and push the flat 
base of each fruit on to an iced brownie. 

5. To finish, add a daub of buttercream to the tip 
of each strawberry. 


This recipe wili make 12-16 brownies.

A packet of chocolate brownie mix 

(Read the directions on the box to see whether 
you will need to odd any other ingredients to 
the batter. Individual brands may differ but 
most require on egg, oil and water.) 

12-16 small strawberries 

For the vanilia mascarpone 
buttercream: 

115g of unsalted butter 
115g mascarpone cheese 
385g icing sugar 
2 tsp vanilla extract 
A pinch of salt

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D avid Mitchell, the man behind That Mitchell 
and Webb Look and the always excellent 
Peep Show, is hitting the road with his new 
book. Thinking About It Only Makes It Worse. 

The comedian, actor and author studied history 
at Peterhouse, Cambridge, where he joined 
Footlights, and eventually became club president. 

Mitchell admits his enthusiasm for Footlights 
meant he spent more time in the theatre than in 
lecture halls - and when he met fellow student 
Robert Webb, the two became fast friends as well 
as comedy partners. 

The comedy circuit, a grimy London flat, and 
finally the cult success Peep Show followed, as well 
as the pair's sketch show That Mitchell and Webb 
Sound on Radio 4, later being made for TV as That 
Mitchell and Webb Look. 

Aside from his TV commitments, Mitchell also 
contributes opinion pieces to the national press, 
which is where his visit to Ely as part of the News- 
backed Ely Literary Festival comes in. His Guardian 
and Observer columns have been transformed into 
a solid book of the comic's musings in Thinking 
About It Only Makes It Worse. 

While Mitchell might shrug off the academic 
side of his time at Cambridge, the new book shows 
clear signs of a historian's touch. "I suppose I 
tend to see things as part of a broader historical 
direction of travel," says Mitchell. "Most of the 
sort of things I try and write jokes about, whether 
it's sketches or on panel shows, they tend to be 
about things now that you think are absurd, or 
dangerous, or laughable, the kind of direction that 
things are going in." 

Thinking About It Only Makes It Worse follows 


Mitchell's popular Soap Box series, where he 
voiced his qualms about global warming, Richard 
III, Downton Abbey and the like. This time round, 
as Mitchell takes his readers on a literary tour of 
the absurdities of modern life, his targets include 
Ryanair, sports day, UKIP ... oh, and hotdogs 
made of cats. 

"There's the issue of if the planet is going to 
remain habitable," he sighs, before reeling off a 
list of modern day dilemmas. "But then," he says, 
"how much does thinking about this help?" 

The trials of everyday British life and government 
gripe the comedian, but that doesn't mean he'd 
prefer to be anywhere else. In fact, as he writes; 
"Some of us are fundamentally dissatisfied. If you 
move abroad to address that, you risk shattering 
the comforting illusion that you'd be happy if only 
you lived somewhere sunny." 

And so, when we ask him if there was a place 
or a time period he would prefer to live in, it isn't 
a decision he comes to easily. "You've got to think 
about comfort and medicine," the perennially 
sensible Mitchell advises. "I'd love to visit almost 
every time period for a quick 20 minutes, but then 
I'd have an antibiotic jab." 

Given a 20-minute visitation allowance, 
suddenly he's spoilt for choice. "I'd go everywhere 
- ancient Rome, ancient Greece, medieval times, 
the Holy Roman Empire, lots of places." 

And a time period in which he'd actually settle 
down? It's slim pickings. Aside from ready access 
to antibiotics, he requires "not too much fighting 
in the streets." Time machines aside, modern-day 
Mitchell is happily settled in London's Belsize Park 
with his journalist and celebrity poker star wife.

With two books, a feature film and a menagerie 
of TV shows behind him, he's still busy writing 
his columns. It's clear that an ever-exasperated 
Mitchell still has questions to ask; but does he need 
the answers? If so, he won't look to the comments 
sections of his online pieces for support - he 
prefers to leave the trolls alone. "Somehow a jibe 
has more rhetorical impact than a compliment. 
Human nature is such that even if there are 
nice things as well you sort of need to see nice 
things at a greater rate than none to come out 
psychologically even," he says, drily. 

After all, Mitchell doesn't view his opinions as 
particularly extreme. "On good days, I reckon I 
come across as pretty reasonable."

FOR some time, environmentalists 
and horticulturists have been urging 
gardeners to let their grass grow a bit 
longer, leave at least one area of their 
garden ‘wild* and create nooks and 
crannies in the form of log piles to 
allow wildlife to flourish. 

Now, with the recent launch of 
the government's Bee and Pollinator 
Strategy, a 10-year plan announced 
by Environment Secretary Elizabeth 
Truss, we can do more to encourage 
a "flower-rich habitat" to provide 
more homes for wild honey bees, 
bumblebees, butterflies and other 
pollinators. 

Scientists warn that British bees 
are in serious decline with 71 of our 
wild bee species under threat and 
more than 20 already extinct. Loss 
of habitat and forage are the main 
problems facing wild bees. 

The strategy is supported by the 
government's Call to Action - Bees' 
Needs; Food and a Home, launched 
earlier this year on www.beesneeds. 
org.uk, which offers a wealth of 
tips on how to help these valuable 
creatures flourish in our gardens. 

Guidelines include;

■ Grow more flowers, shrubs and 
trees that provide nectar and pollen 
as food for bees and other pollinators 
throughout the year. 

■ Leave patches of land to grow 
wild with plants like stinging nettles 
and dandelions to provide other food 
sources (such as leaves for caterpillars) 
and breeding places for butterflies 
and moths. 

■ Cut grass less often and ideally 
remove the cuttings to allow plants 
to flower. 

■ Avoid disturbing or destroying 
nesting or hibernating insects in 
places like grass margins, bare soil, 
hedgerows, trees, dead wood or 
walls. 

■ Think carefully about whether 


to use pesticides, especially where 
pollinators are active or nesting or 
where plants are in flower. 

People should understand that the 
beauty of a flower has nothing to do 
with its nectar content. Modern plant 
breeding has tended to value showy 
flowers more highly than the welfare 
of the insect world, so the latest 
double begonia or frilly carnation 
probably won't attract pollinators. 

Double flower varieties have 
extra petals but produce less pollen 
and nectar. For example, a study 
comparing four varieties of dahlia 
found that the double 'pompom' 
and 'semi-cactus' varieties were 
less attractive than open-flowered 
varieties. 

Many good nectar plants have 
inconspicuous flowers and often old- 
fashioned ones are the best, but that 
doesn't mean they have to be boring. 
Foxgloves, hellebores, wallflowers, 
red valerian, ice plant and Verbena 
bonariensis all produce loads of 
nectar, as do many winter-flowering 
heathers. 

It's also important to provide good 
nectar sources for as much of the year 


as you can. 

Social species like bumble bees 
need food for the queen bees in 
spring when they are founding the 
nest, throughout the summer for the 
workers to rear the young, and finally 
at the end of the season for the young 
queens to build up fat stores before 
hibernating for the winter. 

Late-flowering, nectar-rich plants 
include dahlia, fuchsia (single 
varieties), Michaelmas daisies, 
marigolds, lavender and knapweeds. 
Ivy is a good autumn source of nectar 
for a range of species including honey 
bees, ivy bees and hoverflies, and is 
the larval food plant of the holly blue 
butterfly. 

Herbs including chives, borage, 
hyssop, rosemary, sage, thyme and 
fennel are also rich in nectar, while 
less common perennials including 
Calamintha nepeta, Veronica and 
Liatris spicata will also attract bees 
and other pollinators. 

Don't forget moths, which tend to 
be night-feeding - so include fragrant 
honeysuckle, jasmine, evening 
primrose and night-scented stock in 
your planting scheme.
